THCi MINI'. 


The Carson Index of Wednesday says: 
Our reporter called yesterday at the 


Mint with a view of ascertaining tbe 
present situation and the future prospect 
for active operations. We learned from 
Superintendent Garraud tbat bis instruc- 
tions to cease the purchase of ailV3r bull- 
lion for coinage in standard dollars, at 
first nxide subject to further orders, has 
since been made definite. 


As to gold deposits, bis instructions 


to pay for tbe gold by a check on tbe 
Assistant Treasurer in San Francisco 
instead of paying the coin bere as for- 
merly, and to deduct from the value of 
the deposit a sufficient sum to pay for 
tbe transportation of the gold to the 
San Francisco Mint. 
Mr. Garrard in- 


forms us that under instructions from 
the Director of the Mint be has reduced 
the number of employes to the lowest 
possible point. He does not propose to 
make nny appointments to fill any va- 
cancies caused by either resignation or 
removal till he has instructions to re- 
sume active operations and baa bullion 
to operate on. Were be to make tbexe 
appointments, he would have to suspend 
them without pay until he is instructed 
to resume active operations, and as h« 
cannot anticipate any such orders, no 
good can accrue to any one by making 
such appointments. 


Tue President has determined to re- 


appoint Commodore Montgomery Siok- 
ard as chief of tbe Bureau of Ordinane. 
Tbe appointment will not be made, how- 
ever, until next Autumn,at the expiration 
of four years from the time he was con- 
firmed by the Senate. Ha was appoint- 
ed by the President to the position he 
BOW holds four years ago Tuesday. Tbe 
appointment was confirmed in tha fol- 
lowing October.

THE BEKF BVSIWEM8. 


A Movement to Give Slooli-Urowers 


a More Extensive Market. 


The Silver State says: 
The cattle business of Nevada is an- 


nually increasing in magnitude and im- 
portance. 
The heavy 
Spring rains 


which have fallen regularly in March, 
April and May for some years past, are 
gradually, but steadily increasing the 
grazing area of the State and convert" 
ing the deserts of a quarter of a century 
ago into good pasturage. 
Stockmen 


are also utilizing the waters of the 
Hnmboldt and other streams for irriga- 
ting purposes, and by this means mak- 
ing good tneudov lands, where naturally 
there were only scanty tufts of rye 
grass. Afalfa, too, is raised successfully 
and what were sagebrush plains a few 
years ago, now produce two or three 
crops of alfulfa hay in a season. It has 
also been demonstrated that rye grasd, 
Wuiuh is indigenous in this part of Nev- 
ada and grows luxuriantly in low places 
where the soil is moist, makes the most 
nutritious and fattening hay when har- 
vested in season. 


These things combine to increase tbe 


beef products of the country, and as 
cattle men are almost wholly dependent 
upon San Francisco for a market, they 
are considering ways and means to giva 
them an outlet for their beef in the 
east. The most feasible method sug- 
gested and tbe one which meets with 
most favor, is that of dressing the beef 
bere and shipping it in a refrigerator 
car to Chicago, St. Louis and New 
York City. From 23,000 to 30,000 
beeves are shipped from Winnemucoa 
annually to California. It is alleged 
that a few prominent buyers in San 
Frnnoisco can regulate tbe price of these 
cattla regardless of the laws of supply 
and demand, and reduce their market- 
able value from five to fifteen dollars a 
bead at 
will. The cattlemen must 


therefore, for self protection, seek an 
outlet in the east, and as beef dressed 
here and shipped in refrigerator cars to 
its destination is far superior in every 
respect to that shipped alive by rail 
and slaughtered at Chicago where cattle 
arrive bruised and feverish after a rid<j 
of from 500 to 2,000 miles in a crowded 
car, and the cost of transportation 
would be much less, it is probable that 
dressed beef will be one of tbe principal 
articles of export from Winnemucca in 
the near future.

The census returns show Patterson, 


N. J., have 63,000 people, Jersey City

Brooklyn, Hobokeu, Long Island City 
and other near suburbs, the American 
metropolis has 2,750,000 or half a mil- 
lion more'people than any other town 
in Christendom except London. 


A London dispatch announces the 


discovery of a new method of working 
gold ores, by which it is claimed, tbe 
most refractory are compelled to yield 
up thsir whole charge of the precious 
metal at a most trifling cost. The pro- 
cess employs common salt, quicklime 
and electricity, and tbe ore can be re- 
duced, it is alleged, at the rate of a ton 
an hour, where but one small dynam" 
machine is used. The Sacramento Bee 
says this news seems to be too good to 
be true. Such an invention would be 
worth many millions of dollars to Cali- 
fornia and Nevada. There are scores 
of camps long since abandoned, where 
the ores are rich but refractory. This 
new method would make of Meadow 
Lake, in Nevada county, a second Vir- 
ginia City, and in fact, create a tremen- 
dous mining boom all over the whole 
coast. But there is something sensa- 
tional in tbe announcement, and the 
new discovery is not unlikely to prove 
a humbug.

I>lstricl Judges.

tion. As tbe omtire State is embraced 
in one judicial district, tbe Judees will 
be elected by thu qualified electors of 
tbe whole State. The act prescribes 
tbat one o* tho Judgps shall reside, 
during bis term of office, at Eureka or 
Austin; one at Beuo or Elko, and one 
at Carson or Virginia City. Tbe un- 
just discrimination in this clause agiiust 
Hnmboldt, tbe (bird county in wealth 
and importance, as well as tbe most 
accessible, in tbe State, only proves 
what the Silver Stato bas repeatedly as- 
serted, (but the uinjnrity of the Legi'- 
luture which oouveued in Carson last 
Winter was composed of politicians of 
the smallest mental caliber that ever 
assembled to mako laws for a free peo- 
ple. 
Their 
acts, 
however, 
though 


prejudice and iguorsnce are apparent 
in every one of thorn, must be obeyed 
until a more liberal and intelligent body 
repeals them, or tbe Supreme Court de- 
clares them unconstitutional. 
An that 


relating to the District Judges cannot 
be repealed, and is not likely to have 
its constitutionality determined by the 
Supreme Court before tbe next general 
election, tbe people are looking about 
for candidates for District Judges. The 
Democrats favorably mention the names 
of Judge Seawell, of Lyon county, Hon. 
W. E. F. Deal, of Storey county, and 
Hon. 
A.. L. 
Fitzgerald, of Eureka 


coucty, for candidates, while tbe Ke- 
publicans name Judge Bigelow, of Elko, 
Judge McKiuney, of Lander, and Judge 
Rising, of Storey, as the three most 
likely to be nominated. Huwbolrit can 
boast of lawyers eminently qualified to 
wear tbe judicial ermine, but us tbe act 
of tbe Legislature makes tbe county in- 
eligible for the renidence of a District 
Judge during his term of office it ia not 
likely that any of them will be candi- 
dates. 


The Hrcntlrd Yellow Envelope. 


The beginning of the fiscal year 


brought comparatively no changes in 
tbe State, War aud Navy Departments, 
and clerks, who feared they might pos- 
sibly receive the dreaded yellow en- 
velope on the 1st of July, became reas- 
sured as the day passed without being 
notified to quit. In tbe State Depart- 
ment there were twc or three appoint- 
ments, made under the Civil Service 
rules, to fill vacancies in tbe lower 
grades. In the Navy Department, the 
services of a carpenterin the Secretary's 
office was dispensed with, because there 
was no appropriation for bis retention. 
The Secretary of War bad not returned 
to Washington, and nothing was known 
of any removals contemplated by him, 
but it is thought that be Las already 
made all tbe changes he intends mak- 
ing.
